The British stovmer Bermude bas run the Soutbern 
blockade and entered tbe harbor of Savannah.

FROM Missount. 

The report of the evacuation of Lexington by the 
Rebels ander Price is contirmed. In addition, it is 
stated that Gen. Harris's division, 6,000 strong, when 
about six miles from Lexington, was atiacked by the 
Nutionul forces, auppored to be undor Gen. Sturgie, 
| aud ronted with conridernble lors, though the purtic- 
|ulars are not given. Onr intelligence from that sec- 
don io not full or clear, From information received 
from the South, there are about 11,000 armed rebels 
acuttered over the south-western part of Missonri, 
including between 6,000 and 7,000 at Camp Walker, 
in Arkansas, eight miles below the Missouri lino, 
under command of yonng Ben McCulloch, Letters 
buve been received in St. Louis by Mra, Crawford 
from her hoabund, Col. Crawford, of Gen. Price's 
army, stating thut the latter was hemmed in, und 
ocoupying # critical position, and urging tho immedi- 
ate removal of bis property to the South, Litle 
doubt is entertained st St, Louis that Gen, Price ie 
on bia way South with the main body of bis force. 
His force reported to be making demonstrations near 
Georgetown and Sedalia, ia merely a detachment for 
the purpose of keeping onr advance guard engaged. 
When lust beard from Gen. Price's advance guard 
was at Clinton, Henry County, It ie suppuzed that 
Price will push forward to the Arkunsus line, 
Gen. Fremont wih follow him clorely, und give 
him battle wherever bocan find him, A force of 
betrveen 3,000 and 4,000 rebel cavalry baa been eeen 
near Liebon, whoso object is presumed to be to 
get between onr ndyance gaurd and this pluco, and 
then full back upon some stray regiment or trana- 
portation train going out, 

Our special corseepondent in Missouri, writing 
ander date of Jefferson City, Oct. 24, saya: 

“The distance from Jofferson to Lexington by land 
is 115 miles, About 15,000 of ourtrvope have already 
gone forwatd to the terminue of the railroad, 60 
miles weet of this city, and are waiting for the re- 
mainder of the army to jointhem. From 1,000 10 
3,000 are going forward duily. Gen. Sigel of Car 
thage fame is in commund of the entire advance, 
with bir hendquartere at Bédalia, = 

“ All che billsand elopes around Jefferson are dotted 
syitb tonta, and our forces now here are not fur below 
15,000. Gen. Fromont’s hexdquurters are at ‘Camp. 
Lillie,” 5 mile south of the capitol. The telegraph 
wire bas been laid out to it, connecting it with Seda 
lis, Ironton, Csiro, Paducah, and St, Louis. The 
wires will follow him westward a9 far as he goes. 
The troops bere, (many of them raw,) are subjected 
to severe und ayetematio drill, Gen. Fremont bes 
taken poseeraion of the Penitentiary, using all ita 
worksbops in outfitting our troope for the Geld, and 
ina short time the army will be thoroughly organ- 
ized and equipped, ready for s general forward 
movement 

“ Meanwhile, Price, with his army of rebele, 40,000 
strong, still remaine in Lexington, Muny of our offi- 
corn soppcee tbat they will scatter upon the approuch 
of our forcer, but 1 think they mesn to etund and 
chow Gght, Ao all the country between Sedulia and 
Lexingion ie prairie, if they do meet us, it is likely 
to be in 9 fuiretund-up battle, where wuibuscades and 
masked batterien cannot be brought into use. Geo. 
Fremont feels 80 deeply the importance of the pond- 
ing conflict, thut ho is determined to wait until hie 
army in ready for the field, before be goes forward; 
and he is entirely confident of hie ability to overcome 
tLe rebels urd drive them from Western Miesouri. 

“ Gens, McKinstry, Asboth, Pope and Hunter are 
all bere, The two latter are to command the right 
and left winga of the army, while the two formor 
will bold positions in the main command, Just now 
thero ia litle news to chronicle beyoud the bare drill 
und transportation of troops, aud the orgunization of 
tho severnl divisions of tbe army, but within the 
uext ten daya wo look for more atirring times.” 

A dispstch dated Jefferson City, the 71h inst., esya: 

“ Gene, Fremont und MeKinatry left for the Weat 
this afternoon, It ia stated bere that Gen. Wool is 
now on bis way to St, Louis, snd ia to be followed 
by 50,000 troops, balf of whom are to etwp ut Cincin- 
uti and go into Kentucky, whilo the other half are 
wo enter into active openitione in Missouri, and sup- 
ply tbe place of Gen. Fremont’s army. 

“(Informution bas been received here that aboot 
three weeks ugo o slave inenrrection was uttempted 
in Jasper County, and thut whout 35 of the nogroes 
were killed, and a number of others were to be 
hanged. The discovery of the plot proved tbat tho 
inearrection wus wide-spread, and tbat the slaves 
intended to murdor their masters and perpetrate all 
manner of barbarities, 

“" A roport ie current that 2,000 Rebels are twonty- 
six miles from Hermann, marching toward Quscon- 
ude River, with the intention of borniug the mail- 
rozd bridgo across that stream, Tho Rebels ure eaid 
to be headed by the Rey. Mr. Jobuson. 

“Iis Gen. Fremont's intention to fullow Gen. Price 
rapidly und continuously, After leaving Sedalia be 
will march from twenty-five to forty milesa day, ac- 
cording to the condition of the roads, and if nececsary 
ho will enter Arkaneus, He says that he doce not 
want any more men; that be hus u eufficient fores to 
go anywhere throngh the South. He ecems to have 
entire contidence in bis army, and his eoldiers repose 
great (roel in him, 

“ ]uformation haying been received here that Ben 
McCulloch's forces wore on the ebuth bunk of tho 
Osayo River, a few duya since, with the intention of 
cutting of Fremont's commnication with St. 
Louis, and then marohing on that city, strong and 
experienced sconting parties huve been gent ont to 
scour the whole lowyer Osuye country." 

BEN M'CULLOCH REALLY DEAD. 

It now appeurs that the late report of Ben MeCal- 
loch's death was not untrue, A pbysicion recently 
arrived at Bt. Lonio from the South-Weat. This 
physician was formerly a partner of Dr. Bnell, 
McCulloch's Army Surgeon, The former very 
recently bad on interview with bia old partner, 
and wag told by him tbat jo she battle of Springtield 


Ben, MoCulloch was chot throu; 
glance of the ball also struck him in tho fc 
Soon after making his report of the battle, Me- 
Culloch, with the Toxan forces, was ordered buck to 
Texea, but after reaching Camp C 0, near 
Mount Vernon, ho died of his wounds, Before he 
spoke freely of the manner of hia treatment by the 
Miszouriany, and if be bad known the troe position 
of alltira ho never would have entered the State. 
His body was placed in a metallic coffin and con- 
veyed to Texas, Hig death was conceuled even from 
hia own men for atime, it being the policy « 
surviving lenders to operate on tho prestiga of 
nome. His son, Bon McCalluch, jr., waa thoref 
plucod in nominal command in order to Keep up the| 
deception.

ton bud turned against them, and intended to drive 
them feom their homee, aud deprive them of their 
property, and tbat they can hope for nothing from 
him, Theeo emisearies further asy thut all the 
friends of the Iudiany buve joined the new Govern- 
ment, which is desirous to enter into treaties with 
their tribe, and to do far more for thew than tho old 
hes done, and urge them to fight for it. Tho chiefs 
donbted tbe trath of these statements, and went to 
bave a talk with the Agent aud Superintendent, but 
found tbut they bad left their stations, {The old 
otticera bud proved traitors, aud the vew ones bad 
not had time to reach their ticld of labor.) This led 
some to bolieve that their Great Father had really 
forsaken tem, and a yery fow in consequence had 
joined the Rebel army. 

In their trouble the Indiane called a Council of 
Creeks, Cherokees, Senecas, Kickapoon, Delawares, 
and other tribes and banda of Comanches, Sominoles, 
and otbers, The Council, after a long discussion, 
voted to remain loyal, and, if possible, neutral. The 
Chiofe then went umony their people end aitempted 
to counteract the influence of tho rebel emissurias, 
who yot remsin there making troable, whilo the 
Government hss no official representative among 
them. 

Tho Chiefs now ask their Great Father to send 
somobody to weet all the tribes in Conpcil. 

O-po-the-tre-ga-to, an old Creek Chieftain who 
rewained loyal to the Government during the Creek 
war in Alabema in 1838, also sont 9 similar letter, 
dited August 15, in which he aske the aid of the 
Presideut to defend the Indians from their Southern 
wbite enemies. 

The Choctawe did not attend the Council of the 
other tribes referred to, aud it ie thought that they| 
have joined the Confederates.

DOMINKCA—MEXICO. 

Since the outbreak of tho Southern Reballion, | 
Spain has pounced upon the Republic of Do- 
minica, covering two-thirds of the Ieland of 
Hasti, and converted it into a strictly colonial 
dependency. In othor times, this would nob) 
havo been dared, and, if dared, would have 
beon resisted; bub now ovr Govornment has 
its hands full, and it, very properly, refrains| 
from barking when every one knows it has no| 
power to bite. 

Flushed with her eary success in that quer- 
tor, Spain is now on the eve of couding au ex- 
pedition to Mexico, ostensibly to eccure a 
redress of grievances, but really to put down 
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|store tha Clerical party to power. France aud| 
England are said to bo silent partoors in this 
transaction, rendy, at need, to become active. 
All this is quito possible; but we wholly dis- 
credit tho rumor that reaches us by tho last 
steamer of a plotted partition of the Box 
territory. Partitions aro seldom euce: 
and nover popular, and to cen conceive of uo 
tripartite sppropriation of Mexico that would 
not ronder ber a burden to all concerned. 
Aud, wretchod as tho condition of Mexico and 
her people has long been, it ia doubtful that 
even thoy would consent to romain the divided 
spoils of the threo great weatorn monarchies, It 
is not much to bo a Mexican, but those to 
whom this is all will not tamely submit to be 
deprived of it. 

It would be far wiser and more humane to 
transform Mexico into a constitutional mon- 
arcby, and place a liberal and wise European 
prince on the throne; but where shall such a 
prince be found? Ho must be a Roman| 
Catholic, for the Mexicans would not relish any | 
other, ond the selection of s Protestant would] 
akenste their powertul priesthood. But Louis| 
Napoleon sould object to the assigument of 
the new throne to the Inet of the Franch 
Bourbons, knowa to the Legitimista as Henry 
Y., and would oven more strenuously oppore 
tho elevation of any acion of tho house of Or- 
leans to cyen an American throne, The present 
Spanieh dynasty would revolt at the choice of 
Don Juan de Bourbon, heir of Don Carlos and 
Legitimist claimant of their throne; while the 
Portuguese Pretender would be acceptable to 
nobody. Nopoleon'a cousin Jerome would 
hardly care to exchange Paris and his com- 
fortable position for a lifelong struggle with 
brigandage in poor, turbulent, 
Mexico, where oven royalty could hardly pro- 
cure such dinnera as those of the Trois Freres, 
to say nothing of thedifficulty of paying for them. 
If the Pope would agree to take all Mexico in 
liew of his dubjous hold on a fraction of Italy, 
the thing might be arranged to general satis- 
fuction; but then he won't, and thore’a no use 
in proposing it. On tbe whole, we conclude 
that the Powers of Western Europe, should 
they plunge into this Mexican whirlpool, will 
have ample reacon to wish themselves well out 
of it before they can get out, Mexico might 
be a grest deal Letter governed than she has 
ever yet been, but we doubt the ability of 
man to govern her well and make her pay the 
cost of eo doiug for the next ten years: and 
who wanta to advance the Twenty or Thirty 
Millions required to put a decent Mexican 
Government fairly on its feet?

| The contact with our establishmonts of those blacks, 
sho sympathize with France, has produced a nixed 
race, intelligent and more ative, who readily accept 
our habits, ond may hold an\important place between 
Furopeans and the natives. So likewise bas the 
mingling of the Foalaba and the blacks produced an 
intermediate race called Two-colors, scattored with 
these over most of the rivor states of the Senegal. 
France maintains relations more or less direct with 
theso states, extending from the mouth of the river to 
the upper Niger. On the right bank, in territory 
belonging to the Wolofs, some Arab families are es- 
tablicbed, the most powerful of which ure named 
‘Trarzes. Their Sheik, Mobammed-el-Habib, who 
reigned in the most absolute manner, was almost, in- 
ceesantly at yar with France, from which baye re- 
aulted the wreatest disasters to his country. He him. 
self bas been compolled to fly, and the most of bis 
‘tribes haye sought refuge in the neighboring states. 
East of the Trarzas, on the same side of the river, 
extond the Braknns, who present asimiler mixture 
of Berber, Arab, and Negro blood, and have also an 
absolute chief chosen by election from their oldest 
and most powerfal family, The Zendga tribes, of 
‘Arah and Berber origin, from which the river takes 
its name, are their uibuteries. They havo been hos- 
tile to France, and it wae to restrain them as well 
aa to command an important peint on the river that 
the Colonial Government cocupiod Podor, which is 
one of tho principal centera of @ considerable com- 
morce in gums carried on in. all thut region. The 
Doniiics, still farther to the east, preseut the same 
gling of races as the preceding States. ‘They are 
divided into two factions, which are perpetually at 
war. They hove, however, somo taste for trade, 
and bring to onr market at Bakel, gums, cattle, 
sheep, horees, and butter. Their comuercial rels 
tions extend ucross Sahara as far as Morocco.
